HEATING at schoolwork in 
more frequent than most 
teachers and parents realise.

Dr. Luella Cole, in her book, 
“Psychology of Adolescence,” 
sumunorising some of the re- 
searches of May and Hartshorne 
on chenting, says that a teacher 
can expect “cheating in schovl- 
work from about 35 percent of 
ehfidren having average ability, 
about 75 percent of dull pupils, 
and even from 25 percent of ¢4he 
brightest children. In athletic 
contests and parties she can 
expect dishonest behaviour from 
susnewhere between 30 and 50 
percent of adolescents, without 
inuch respect to intelligence.” 

Series of Questions 

Dr. Cole also summarises o 
study by Katz and Allport on 
“Cribbing.” In their study, 
3.515 college students were 
asked to answer a serles of 
questions in regard to thelr own 
cheating on quizzes and ex- 


‘tuminations. These students were 


asked not to sign their names. 
Thirty percent admitted no 
cribbing, 24 percent said they 
eribbed on quizzes but not on 
examinations, 33 percent con- 
fessed to cribbing on several 
examinations’ and 5 percent 
admilted chenting on all types 
of work. 

Cheating was lowest when 
the Instructor remalned In the 
room, Increased 1f he Jeft the 
room occasionally, and rose still 
more ff he were not present at 
all, “The umount of cribbing 
shown by students who chme 
from high schools having honour 
systems was more than that 

own by graduates of high 
schools not having: such — plans. 
The honest and dishonest stu- 
dents showed no difference In 
chronalogical age, intelligence 
score, or academic standing, It 4s 
entirely possible that honour 
systems give practice chiefly In 
dishonesty. With the present 
extent of dishonesty jn class- 
work, an instructor is encourag- 
ing rather than discouraging 
cheating if his proctoring 1s 
lenient. Many teachers make 
sincere. effort to develop honesty 
among the pupils by putting 
them on thelr honour and then 
leaving therh without supervi- 

Unfortunately such be- 

viour merely gives dishonest 
students a totally {nexcusable 
advantage ond encourages those 
who are willing to be honest to 
cheat tn order to compete on an 
equal basis with the erlbbers.” |

Every man, woman, ‘nd 
child has a “frustration 
limit,” beyond which they 
cannot be driven without 
developing some eccentrici- 
ty, the scientist, PROFES- 
SOR NORMAN MAIER, of 
Michigan University, U.S. 
believes. 


Thin eccentricity may be 
no more serious than a man- 
nerism ike nail-biting. But 
if some major need ia 
frustrated it may result ina 
series of seemingly motive- 
less crimes. 


The respectable young 
wife, whose home-making 
instincts are frustrated by 
the housing shortage, may 
turn shop-lifter. The boy 
who badly wants to shine at 
school, but fails, becomes 4 
sneak-thief. 
father, baulked in business, 
brutally attacks his children. 
The would-be dictator takes 
it out of the nearest coun- 
venient minority.

Maier’s carefully docu- 
mented report is no cranky 
claim that this theory ex- 
plains all crimes. 

He points out that in the 
great majority of crimes— 
where there is a clear-cut 
motive—prison ix the pro- 
per’corrective. 


First clue to the existence 
of the “frustration reac- 
tion” came during experi- 
ments to find out how 
animals reacted when 
thwarted in their efforts to 
get to food.. 


In the set-up _shown in 
the sketch animals were 
taught that, if they jumped 
at the black card on the 
left, it would fall down to 
reveal a bowl of food, but 
if they jumped at the white 
card the result would be a 
bump on the nose because 
the'card was latched in posi- 
tion. 


Fixed habit 


Then Maier frustrated the 
animals by latching both 
cards. 


Instead of jumping at 
each card alternately, in 
the hope that one might 
have been unlatched, most of 
the animals soon developed 
the fixed habit of repeatedly 
jumping at one particular 
card—the white one. 


They continued to do this 
even when the Liack card was 
removed so they could see and 
smell the food behind it. They 
would take off in a jump to- 
wards the food ord then sud- 
denly twist to the right In mid- 
alr as thoush influenced by 
some compelling force. 

Human beings were then 
tested in a similar situation. 
They were given a problem 
Which they were told tould be 
solved by turning ao certain 
combination of knobs, but was 
really insoluble. Many of them 


quickly abandoned any intel; . 


gent approach to the problem, 
and ended up repeating ono 
senseless Mancuvre. ' 
Scores of other teste with 
animals and human. beings 
confirmed ‘that this behavicur is 
general, though some people can 
stand, up to a much: greater 
degree of. frustration than 
others. . or 


Psychological case records— 
such as the case of the youth 
who was acquitted to stealing a 
car, then stole one on hts way 
home from court—support the 
theory. 


Too much stress 


The worst Nazi excesses took 
Place when Hitler’s plans were 
going badly. ft has now been 
found that the number of 
lynchings In the Southern US 
closely follows the price of cot- 
fon. When cotton prices fall, 
creating low wages and frustra- 
tion among white workers, the 
number of Negro tlynchings 
rises. 


The theory explains why 
crimes of violence tnerenre in 
tlmes of stress; why Intelligent 
children {rom families where 
discipline has been strict often 
drift to crime. e 


Tt gives o sensible sclentine 
basis for psychological treat- 
ment found to work by trial 
and crror. 

Thus,. Maier found ‘In the 
jumping experiments that frus- 
trated ‘animals could net be 
forced to jump to the Ieft by 
epssaiheticd them, but could bo 
persua o do s0 b idin, 
them there. ee 

He also”found that Ietting 
frustrated people “fake it out” 
of Inanimate objects gave them 
considerable relief. 


Treatment 


Recently, I. saw both these 
princtples—guidance and letting 
of steam—being used In the 
treatment of young criminals at 
London's Institute for the Sclen- 
tile Treatment of Delinquency. 

Young convicted thieves were 
being pllowed to break up furni- 
ture, slosh paint on the walls, 
fight and shout insults in what 
seemed a mad riot of psycho- 
logical clap-trapr 

But in the next room I saw 
children who after similar treat- 
mant and guidance aimed at 
removing the cause of thelr 
frustration had conquered their 
urge to steal sufficiently to keep 
clear of the police courts. 

Since Freud’s day psycholo- 
gista have sought complex hid- 
den motives for every absurd 
act, Mater’s idea that a high 
proportion of human behaviour 
{s without logical motive scems 
a more sensible explanation.
